FRENCHSTRIKES 
SPREAD RAPIDLY 


Premier Daladier Works 
on Plan for Cabinet 
Dictatorship 


Paris, April l l . (ZP)— Prem ier 
Edouard Daladier, determined to 
f r ik n before the opposition could 
A&msolidate against him, drew a 
revised plan today to m ake his 
“ national defense” cabinet dicta­

As the new prem ier worked on

tries in the Paris region despite 
his appeal to the nation for dis­ 
cipline W orkers from a dozen of 
the capital’s largest factories join 
ed some 60,000 strikers already 
out, swelling the total to nearly 
130,000. 
Leaders of the strike, which up 
to tonight had closed nearly IOO 
factories including a num ber of

the movement. The huge Renault 
automobile m otor plant was oc­ 
cupied by its 35,000 workers. 
Red flags flew from many fac­ 
tories while heavy forces of police 
and mobile guardsm en moved in­ 
to Industrial districts in the Paris 
region to preserve order. 
Employers said the strikes were 
purely political, designed to show 
leftist workers* discontent at the 
resignation of Leon Blum’s peo­ 
ple’s front government.

Lansing, April l l (ZP)^-Members 
of Governor Murphy’s “cabinet,” 
faced with the l a d that direct re­ 
lief funds have dwindled to less 
than $300,000, shelved their objec­ 
tions today and voted to transfer 
another $1,000,000 from the general 
fund for relief purposes. 
The recommendation of the state 
officials, who compose the finance

for formal action tomorrow. 
The 
board has approved similar trans­ 
fers totalling $3,000,000 since Janu­ 
ary I. 
Accounting Revised 
The finance committee also de­ 
cided to recommend a revision of 
the state’s accounting system to 
conform ‘’substantially” with a com­ 
prehensive financial survey com­ 
pleted recently by a Chicago firm. 
The new setup, advocated by Bud­ 
get Director Harold D. Smith, would 
become effective with the start of 
another fiscal year July I. 
Smith contended the revised sys­ 
tem would:

would be recorded more promptly, 
vouchere go through with less delay 
and financial reports

(ZP)— Rich­ 
ard Whitney, slightly haggard but 
nonetheless composed, waited in a 
cell in dingy old Tombs prison to­ 
night to be taken up the river to 
Sing Sing tomorrow to begin a 5- 
to-10-year term for grand larceny. 
Pride and urbanity unshaken, 
the ruined broker stood in general 
sessions court today, heard 
his 
counsel, Charles IL Tuttle, plead 
for leniency, heard Judge Owen 
W. Bohan briefly and acidly sum­ 
marize his peculations, and finally 
pronounce the sentence that will 
keep him behind bars for at least 
three years and four months. 
Throughout the whole proceed­ 
ing, which consumed about forty 
minutes, Whitney, five times pres­ 
ident of the New York stock ex­ 
change, scarcely moved a muscle. 
Before Judge Bohan lay the re­ 
port of the chief probation officer 
of the city, describing Whitney as 
‘‘proud, egotistical and obstinate,” 
as a man to whom the notion of

“ was apparently inconceivable.” 
On the judge’s bench also lay a 
psychiatric report 
which

Whitney possesses

telligence,” is unimaginative, and

“one per cent of the people of the

Status of Recipients of 
OAA Re-examined By 
Administration 


Reexamination of the status of 
tell recipients of Old Age Assist- 
tence to determ ine actual need and 
•to meet requirements of the law 
lls now underway under direction 
•of the Bureau of Old Age Assist- 
tence. 
This program was 
originally 
{planned to go into operation July 
ll, 
1937, but due to legislative 
•changes thousands of new appli­ 
cations had to be acted upon im- 
tmediately and the reexamination 
•program temporarily dropped. 
During the period March I to 
April 5, 1938, the amount of the 
Individual grant was reduced due 
to various causes, including a pol­ 
icy of spreading fuel costs over 
the full twelve months of the year 
rather than the 
restrictive 
six 
m onth winter period. 
Increase Granted 
The bureau during the thirty- 
six day 
period 
increased 
the 
amount of grants in 142 cases to 
$647.50. 
New grants totalling 
1,425 were approved amounting! 
to $24,439, while, in the same pe­ 
riod, 2,944 grants were decreased 
by a total of $13,852 largely due 
to decreases in fuel allowance, and 
decreases in the cost of living. 
The average decrease amounted 
to approximately $4.62 per grant 
as against an average increase of 
$4.50 per grant. 
A total of 1,198 grants 
were 
cancelled 
during 
the 
period 
amounting to $20,707. 
Of these 
cancellations 628 were automatic 
due to the death of recipients. The 
remaining, 570, 
were 
cancelled 
due to return to state or local in­ 
stitutions, removal of recipients 
to other states, increase in the 
amount of income of the former 
recipient, care by relatives, 
or 
other causes due to ineligibility 
under the law. 
Spread F uel Costs 
It is emphasized that the gen­ 
eral policy of the bureau has been 
to spread fuel 
costs 
over 
the 
twelve month period but the ur­ 
gent need for sufficient fuel for 
; pplicants approved since October, 
1937, compelled the bureau to ex­ 
tend the full monthly fuel cost 
each month during the winter to 
recipients. 
Had this action 
not 
been taken the 
new 
recipients 
would not have been able to pur­ 
chase an adequate supply of fuel 
during the cold months. 
Roughly the cost of fuel per ton 
runs from $8 to $10, the recipient 
receiving Che full amount 
each 
month.

amount to one-half by extending 
it over a tw elve month 
period. 
Actually the grant is not reduced 
but rather extended allowing the 
recipient to save and purchase fuel 
at lower costs during the summer 
months. 
That the recipient does save and 
does purchase fuel during the pe­ 
riod when costs are lower is evi­ 
denced by the fact that NO com­ 
plaints have been received from 
recipients about lack of fuel.

Dangerous Bankruptcy 
AS we learn that the national indebted­ 
ness approximates 40 billion dollars it 
m ay cause us some alarm , for that is 
a 
tremendous amount of money to pay. 
Yet this national indebtedness 
should 
not kill all of our optimism, our ambitions, 
our incentives, for if restrictive taxes will 
be removed, a policy and all of us attack 
the problem cooperatively, that indebted­ 
ness can be entirely wiped out in a 
few 
years. 
The United States with its many 
op­ 
portunities can lick “old man depression” 
as it has licked all of its past problems. 
Many people believe that this nation is 
near to national bankruptcy. That is not 
true. We have been dealt 
a 
staggering 
blow but we will' recover. 
W hat is more disturbing and what 
is 
more dangerous to the future of this na­ 
tion is not the possibility 
of 
financial 
bankruptcy in the nation but the possibil­ 
ity of national bankruptcy of character. 
Look down through the 
histories 
of 
nations from the 
beginning 
of 
human 
achievement and you will notice th at 
no 
nation ever went bankrupt from a 
finan­ 
cial standpoint until the character of its 
people began to deteriorate and to 
stag­ 
nate. 
That is what ruined all nations in 
past history which were stricken with ills 
of character. 
Continued graft 
among 
public 
offi­ 
cials, continued stirring up of class 
hat­ 
reds, continued selling of votes for food 
and shelter, continued “soldering” on the 
job, no m atter what the job, will do far 
more to make this nation bankrupt than 
alii any financial indebtedness for those 
things strike at the very heart of a 
tion— the character of its people. 
Our pioneers in America were 
great 
and sturdy men because they had char 
for a pottage, because they had won their 
through bloodshed. 
But there are too many in the 
United 
States today perfectly willing to sell their 
vote for momentary relief; there are too 
many who are willing to sell out liberty 
for the sake of political gains and that is 
the greatest danger that America fac^s to 
day. 


great many mutual organizations 
which 
Insure their members, the per capita in­ 
surance in this country Is far greater. The 
population of the United States today is 
about 130,000,000. 
Of these, 64,000,000 
different persons have some sort of 
in 
surance protection. 
At the close of 1987 
the total amount of money pledged by the 
Insurers reached the amazing 
figure 
of 
$110,000,000,000. 
According to Census 
Bureau statistics, the aggregate wealth of 
the country is something a bit over $300, 
000,000,000, so this report means th at the 
people— and people mnke a country— are 
insured for one-third of 
their 
collective 
wealth. 
It must not be assumed that the insur­ 
ance companies have any such tremendous 
amount of money In cash. 
They have not 
— but cash is not needed. 
Such are the 
exigencies of life and property th at losses 
are distributed. 
However, they do have 
negotiable assets of $26,350,000,000 and, 
in 1937, the income of the companies was 
no less 
than 
$5,000,000,000. 
In 
the 
same year disbursements to beneficiaries 
of policies were $2,400,000,000 or 3.5 per 
cent approximately of the national income. 
A great deal of this vast sum, by far the 
most of it, went to women, and 
that 
is 
why the statisticians tell us 
the 
United 
States is becoming a sort of matriarchy 
with most of the wealth in the purses of 
women. 
In a sense it might be held that the very 
depression helped the insurance business. 
Many people who saw jobs disappear and, 
more particularly, sources of income from 
investments, took alarm and turned to In­ 
surance as a surer shield against ultim ate 
indigence. 
This is especially 
shown 
by 
the figures on annuity premiums, 
sums 
paid by individuals to insure an income in 
declining years 
This m ight be called liv­ 
ing insurance rather than life Insurance. 
In 1929 the premium 
income 
on 
such 
policies amounted to 
$99,170,000. 
The 
latest annual figure shows $467,021,000! 
To show how the volume of Insurance 
in force has grown over nearly two 
de­ 
cades the Association of Life 
Insurance 
Presidents has compiled figures year 
by 
year. 
Back in 1919 the total amounted to 
hut $35,880,000,000. 
It 
had 
been 
thought, at that period th at the entrance 
of the United States Government into the 
Insurance field, with its war risk 
insur­ 
ance and veterans’ insurance, would stul­ 
tify the private and even the mutual com­ 
panies. 
It appears from the records that 
the effect was in revense. 
By 1929 the 
total had topped $100,000,000,000. 
It is true that, during the hard 
times 
thereafter, a good many individuals were 
forced to borrow against their policies, re­ 
ducing thereby their equity in the benefits 
or permit them to lapse entirely through 
inability to meet the premiums. The total 
sank to the low point of $97,985,000,000 
in 1933 but, it should be noted, that was 
about three times what the total had been 
back in 1919. The aggregate 
was 
over 
$100,000,000,000 again in 1935 and 
now 
stands at $110,000,000,000. 
It would he more or less futile to 
at^ 
tempt to conjecture how much greater the 
insurance fund will grow, but that it will 
grow greater is as safe a 
prediction 
as 
could be made. 
It is not out of the ques­ 
tion that, within the year-span of persons 
now living, the insurance fund will equal 
the national wealth, which will mean that, 
alone of all nations, the American people 
will be IOO per cent Insured in a statis­ 
tical sense.

T 
HE figures now are in hand for the in­ 
surance taken out by 
the 
American 
people for the latest statistical year, 193 7. 
In th at year the volume of insurance

prosperous in the history of the 
United 
States, and 1937 say 
the 
Nation 
only 
emerging from its worst depression. 
It 
is true that from 1931 to 1933 the total 
am ount declined, hut at the first s<gus of 
recovery there was such widespread re­ 
tu rn to insurance that 
the 
phenomenal 
gain was scored by last year. 
It would 
be for psychologists, philosophers, or his­ 
torians, or a combination of all three to 
decide the cause— whether the people had 
been frightened into restoration of their 
financial protection by the period of hard 
years, or whether they concluded that the 
Government’s social security plan was not 
good enough and they had 
better 
take 
m atters in hand themselves. 
The United Btatee is the most

Insured country in the world. Although in

THE BRIDGE AGAIN 
(M arquette Mining Journal) 
During his recent visit in the upper pen­ 
insula State Highway Commissioner Mur­ 
ray D. Van Wagoner discussed the 
addi­ 
tion of the new ferry to the Straits service, 
but expressed the opinion that eventually 
if the rate of travel continues to increase 
according to the record of past years 
a 
bridge will bo necessary. 
The state now owns four ferry boats and 
leases a fifth. Recently it purchased a car 
ferry which is being 
reconditioned 
for 
service at the Straits and is scheduled for 
delivery June 15. The ship is being re­ 
modeled and outfitted at the Manitowoc 
yards. 
In the opinion of Mr. Van Wagoner five 
state-owned and operated boats should be 
sufficient to handle the traffic this 
year 
without delay except for such infrequent- 
congested periods us the deer hunting sea­ 
son and holidays. But, he pointed out, “we 
ure just beeping our heads out of 
water. 
We are barely keep even with the traffic.” 
This may be well and true, but there are 
other considerations that perhaps are be 
ing overlooked as booster 
organisations 
work on the theory that there must be 
a 
bridge. 
The day of easy government money 
is 
passing aud future heavwy appropriations 
will he granted with great care. In addi­ 
tion, there is the growing rebellion of con­ 
gress against a policy of reckless spending 
and, it may be noted, the courage of con­ 
gress is the result of mouutiug demands, 
from home that a halt he caddel to reck­ 
lessness in expenditures before the coun­ 
try is involved in national bankruptcy.

London— Great Britain still makes her 
royal folk earn their keep— even though 
she lost her star salesman when the last 
Prince of Wales passed out of his boyish­ 
ly glamorous years into stolid middle age 
and a brief kingship. 
As evidence that the British continue to 
recognize the magic of royal names in in­ 
ternational affairs, it is not merely as a 
distinguished tourist but as an 
official 
ambassador of good will that King George 
soon will visit France to cement relations 
with that western continental power. 
And, of perhaps equal or greater 
im­ 
portance to England’s 
fate 
in 
present 
hectic world affairs, was the recent visit 
of the soldierly-appearing Earl of Athlone, 
and his wife, Princess Alice, to King Ibn 
Saud, ruler of the greater part of Arabia. 
There was diplomacy back of their 
trip. 
There was political 
strategy 
behind 
it. 
There was a checkmate for various moves 
of Benito Mussolini in th at quarter. 
Oriental monarchs are ticklish people. 
When Im portant events are afoot, it does 
not pay to dispatch 
ordinary, 
mine-run 
diplomats. For royalty, royalties. 
Hence 
the choice th at was made. 
The Earl of Athlone is a great grand­ 
son of King George III of England. 
He is 
also a brother of Queen Mary. His wife, 
Princess Alice, Is a granddaughter of the 
late Queen Victoria. So they are doubly re­ 
lated to the royal house. 
Nothing 
less 
would do. 
British statesmen are worried about the 
Arabs and about Moslem reactions. There 
is the strife in Palestine between 
Jews 
and Arabs with England trying to be the 
disinterested third party as holder of 
the 
mandate. 
There Is the danger of reper­ 
cussions among the 70,000,000 Moslems 
in India. There is the effect upon the Mos­ 
lems of Irak and Egypt, which 
England 
used to boss and which she has now set 
up as independent states. 
But above all, there Is Mussolini. Ever 
since the Italian dictator was angered by 
the sanctions the League of Nations im­ 
posed upon Italy when she made her war 
upon helpless Ethiopia, he has hold Eng 
land mainly to blame. 
He has challenged 
England’s supremacy 
in 
the 
Mediter­ 
ranean. He has made an open appeal to 
the Moslems, proclaiming himself 
their 
protector. 
He has given them special pri 
vlleges in Ethiopia. 
He has filled the air 
with broadcasts In Arabic in which Eng­ 
land got much the worst of it. 
He has 
made a treaty with the King of Yemen, an 
Arabic state which has ports right at the 
tip of the Red Sea where 
Italian 
sub­ 
marines could threaten English ships 
it 
Italy and Britain M ere at war. 
All these things being true, It was up to 
England to make a counter move.

W ashington, April l l . — The cruelest in­ 
cident of the defeat of the President’s be­ 
loved reorganization bill was not the re­ 
bellion of 108 fractious 
Democrats. 
It 
was the desertion of the New Deal by six 
Wisconsin Progressives, whose votes would 
have given the President the victory. 
Since 1932, these men have served as 
the shock troops of the New Deal. 
W ith 
a handful of New Deal-Wingers like Rep­ 
resentative Maury Maverick, 
of 
Texas, 
they have shared the peculiar distinction 
of being the only members of the House 
who really believed in the 
whole 
New 
Deal program. 
And now they 
have 
re­ 
fused to give the President-^ “vote of con­ 
fidence,” as Speaker Bankhead called it. 
Their action has only one meaning. 
It 
the months of stagnation since the new 
depression began, the President has lost 
his hold not only on the 
middle 
class 
groups represented by the 108 rebelling 
members of his own party. 
He has also 
fallen from favor among those left-liberal 
and progressive voters whom he has al­ 
ways most cherished, to whose desires he 
has always lent his most attentive ear. 
There was a tragic irony in 
the 
Pro­ 
gressives’ desertion of the President. 
The 
President had waited all w inter to 
act, 
hoping against hope for better times, un­ 
certain what his action 
should 
be 
and 
then, only two days before the vote on the 
reorganization bill, he allowed it to 
be­ 
come known that he would spend 
again, 
that he would act at last. 
But action had 
been delayed too long. 
POLITICIANS IN BUSKINS 
There was a deal of dram a in the vote 
on the reorganization bill. 
That

afternoon, the Senate Finance 
Commit­ 
tee’s tax bill moved toward passage in the 
Senate. 
While P at Harrison, of 
Missis­ 
sippi, whom the President had not thought 
obedient enough to be his senate m ajor­ 
ity leader, was sipping the 
cup 
of 
re­ 
venge in one 
chamber, 
Representative 
John J. O'Connor, of New York, who had 
suffered a sim ilar rebuff, was 
draining 
the same delicious draught in the other. 
The presence on the hill of every mem­ 
ber of the adm inistration capable of put­ 
ting pressure on house 
members, 
the 
m illing crowd on the floor, the mob of 
political voyeurs in the galleries, the wor­ 
ried leaders circulating among their men 
all these lent a peculiar excitement, 
a 
special tenseness to th e scene. 
B ut 
the 
most dram atic incident occurred 
unseen 
when the President's friends went to 
the 
progressives to m ake a last plea. 
Such men as Representative Maverick, 
such friendly big-wigs as M ajority Leader 
Sam Rayburn, worked hard to bring the 
Progressives around. 
T heir 
them e was 
simple. 
“Roosevelt Is our 
m an,” 
they 
said. 
“This bill means nothing. 
This is 
a vote of confidence, 
and, 
lf yon vote 
against the bill, you simply vote against 
your m an.” 
The Progressives returned a simple an ­ 
swer. 
“ You mean he was our m an,” they 
said. 
“ But, after these last months, he is 
no longer. We haven’t deserted him. He’s 
deserted us.”

action in had times is amply attested by

THE FUTURE 
It la fruitless now to wonder why the 
President did wait so long.

sta rt of the depression, It was predicted in 
this space th at the President would spend 
in the end, but th at he would wait until 
he was forced to do so by

pressure of events. 
He would 
not even 
have promised a spending 
program 
sc 
soon, had not the latest and most dreadful 
collapse in the stock m arket really fright­

B ut the Im portant question is, 
what 
effect will his long delay have now? 
Will

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Escanaba Group Is Host 
to Rapid River Co-op 
Creamery Members 


Even though administrations at 
Washington may 
change, 
there 
probably wil^ always be 
a farm 
problem and 
a 
farm 
program, 
members of the Escanaba Lions 
club and their farmer guests were 
told last night by J. G. Wells jr., 
head of the 
state 
experimental 
station at Chatham, 
who 
was a 
speaker at the club’s annual farm 
cooperation meetnig. 
Mr. Wells, who was introduced 
by E. A. Wenner, 
county 
farm 
agent, traced the progress of ag> 
ricultural legislation in Washing­ 
ton from 
1920 
to the present 
time. 
He 
mentioned 
the farm 
board of 
1930-32, 
designed 
to 
absorb surpluses of 
farm 
com­ 
modities; hog control, wheat con­ 
trol, and the co rn-hog program of 
1934, 
financed 
by 
processing 
taxes. Due to the drouth, combin­ 
ed with control measures, prices 
went up, Mr. Wells said, but po­ 
tatoes and dairy 
products 
were 
not greatly helped. Then came the 
supreme court decision on fea­ 
tures of the AAA, and the soil 
conservation domestic allotment 
act came in 1936-37. Soil conser­ 
vation, the speaker pointed out, 
had an Important function in pre­ 
venting erosion 
loss, 
and 
the 
program was paid for by the pub­ 
lic rather than through processing 
levies. In the 
Upper 
Peninsula, 
where about 60 per cent of the 
land is in sod crops, this program 
program was not especially help­ 
ful, and waft at odds with the ex­ 
tension program which had been 
attempting to induce farmers to 
plant more cash 
and 
cultivated 
crops. Woodlot improvements was 
one farm program idea which has 
been followed to some extent with 
good results. 
All Experiments 
Unlike other farm benefit pro­ 
grams written by so-called ‘brain- 
tmeters’ In Washington, the 1938 
farm program was written by Con­ 
gress, Mr. Wells Bald. It carries 
the soil conservation provisions, 
and has a fund set aside for re­ 
search to find new uses for agri­ 
cultural products. The ’over-nor­ 
mal granary’ plan 
of the new 
farm 
program, 
which 
provides 
that surpluses of 
several 
basic 
products be stored in warehouses, 
is one that has not yet been prov­ 
en out, and whether or not it will 
benefit price levels is a matter for 
experimentation. 
’’Agricultural programs are not 
so much a political problem.” Mr. 
Wells said in conclusion. ’’Some 
forms of farm product adjustment 
programs are here to stay, 
and 
they will benefit not only the pro­ 
ducer on the farm but the con­ 
sumer in the city as well.” 
Members, stockholders, officers 
and directors of the Rapid River 
Cooperative creamery were guests 
of the Lions club at the meeting, 
which was in charge 
of 
James 
Frenn. H. F. Gustafson, represent­ 
ing the Rapid 
River 
creamery 
group, gave a brief outline of the 
creamery's history. He said the or­ 
ganization had 
68 
stockholders, 
cmd the cream source for the 
creamery extended to Trenary, 
Masonville, Rock, Isabella* Ston­ 
ington, Gooks and 
Garden. The 
factory was originally started in 
1910 to produce cheese, b u t 
swung over to butter In 1916, and 
in 1919 was organised as a coop­ 
erative. 
The production .of the Rapid 
River creamery, Mr. Gustafson re­ 
ported, is 230,000 to* 276,000 
pounds of butter yearly, valued at 
$76,000 to 
$110,000. 
Escanaba 
uses about a ton and a half of 
Rapid River butter weekly. 
Harry Ehnerd gave a talk on 
Lions education at the joint meet­ 
ing, and President Gust Asp spoke 
briefly on the value of coopera­ 
tion between farmers and 
city 
dwellers, particularly with regard 
to the boosting of products grown 
or manufactured 
locally.

PHEASANT VISIT 
CAUSES STIR 


Grand Rapids Business 
District Is Host to 
Game Bird Monday 


Grand Rapids— Maybe it 
was 
the snowstorm of Sunday. 
Any­ 
way, something drove a lusty cock 
pheasant into the heart of 
the 
downtown district Monday after­ 
noon and the pheasant gave Con­ 
servation Officer John Kroll and 
two news photographers a lively 
half hour. 
The bird first came to public 
attention when he alighted with a 
bang on a windowsill at the of­ 
fices of Rindge & Rindge, archi­ 
tects, on the seventh floor of the 
Michigan Trust building, barging 
iuto the glass with some force. 
Showing strong signs of punch 
drunkenness, the ringneck hunch­ 
ed down on the windowsill to get 
his breath and think things over. 
A call went into the district of­ 
fice of the conservation 
depart­ 
ment at 88 Ionia-av., N. W. Con­ 
servation Officer Kroll was dis­ 
patched to rescue the bird from 
the sill. 
Then the Chase! 
Two cameramen reached 
the 
scene simultaneouly, with Kroll 
panting at their heels. 
It quickly developed that 
the 
bird couldn't 
be 
photographed 
from the office. The windowframe 
hid him from the cameras. 
So, the photographers raised a 
window a few yards away, crept 
out onto a fire escape and leaned 
over the iron railing for a picture. 
The pheasant likewise 
leaned— 
out from the window-sill, contem­ 
plating the traffic noises rolling 
up from Ionia-av., and apparently 
uncertain w hether to risk a cross ‘ 
city flight or brave the 
cam era 
men. 
When one of the latter started 
up a spiral ladder leading from 
the fire escape, seeking a better 
vantage point for pictures, the bird 
made up bis mind. 
He took off, 
flew a few yards and alighted on 
the roof of the Shepard garage. 
The cam era men moved to the 
garage and reached the roof by 
way of a spiral stairs. Then Kroll 
called a halt. 
“ After all," said he, “ I’m sup­ 
posed to catch this bird.” 
Turns Self Loose 
By th a t tim e the pheasant was 
huddled in the shelter of the cop­ 
ing. 
Kroll m ade a circuit of the 
roof and began a cautious

Fur, Fin and Feather 


SEEK PROTECTION OF 
FUR TRADE 
One of the aims of wildlife res­ 
toration is the preservance of the 
nation’s trapping trade which is 
a billion dollar industry in the 
U. S. 
A strenuous fight against 
different factors which are help­ 
ing to destroy the fur trade is 
planned. 
One of the objects of this bat­ 
tle is th e bounty systems of vari­ 
ous states, including that of Mich­ 
igan. 
Bounty hunters, it Is held. 
are responsible for a big share of 
the decrease in wildlife, especially 
during their sum m er operations. 
However, 
w hether 
Michigan's 
bounty system is depleting the 
state’s wildlife supply is debat­ 
able. 
No concrete proof has thus 
far been advanced to indicate this 
definitely. 
The system of preda­ 
tory animal control such as exists 
iii Michigan is probably ono of 
the best in any state in th e union. 
it is, in reality, necessary in a pro­ 
il ram of gam e restoration. 
A bounty system can be carried 
too far in that it may become a 
real threat to wildlife. 
There is 
little fear for wildlife, however, 
it the bounty system takes in only 
wolves and coyotes, for these are 
forms of wildlife better extermi­ 
nated than restored to harrass 
man and other beneficial and es­ 
sential iorm s of wildlife. 
That Michigan m ust have some 
form of predatory animal control 
has long been demonstrated. The 
bounty system as first inaugur­ 
ated more than a score years ago 
had its drawbacks in th a t too 
much graft was possible under the 
old system and the system was 
costly and inefficient. 
Operatives of the U. S. Biologi­ 
cal survey then had a stab at pre­ 
dator m anagem ent and control in 
Michigan, but under that system 
wolves and coyotes continued to 
harry deer and other game in ever 
increasing numbers. 
It was al­ 
most a necessity that a new and 
m ore efficient system of preda­ 
tory animal control be evolved. 
‘Hence the inaugural of the pres­ 
e n t system about four years ago. 
* 
It was suggested, at the time 
tho 
present 
bounty system was

tracked, for Michigan’s game men 
knew that therein lay the evils of 
the bounty system of predatory 
animal control. 
Would-be conservationists, not 
thoroughly conversant with the 
state’s wild-life situation, and a 
certain faction of trappers are bit­ 
terly opposed to the present sys­ 
tem of bounty payments in Michi­ 
gan and agitato continually for 
the junking of the entire system. 
F ur is a valuable resource in 
Michigan and an industry worthy 
of cultivation, and bas been, in 
reality, much neglected 
on 
the 
part of the sta te ’s conservation 
authorities, 
but 
we cannot see 
where Michigan’s present bounty 
system is a threat to the state’s 
fur industry,

CULINARY TREAT 
Few people have au opportuni­ 
ty to taste Michigan beaver, but 
epicures are advised to contact 
trappers 
whom 
they know utul 
give themselves a treat of an o u t­ 
standing 
game 
delicacy. 
The 
flesh of the 
beaver, is in fact, 
ranked ahead of venison by many. 
lf you are lucky enough to get 
a beaver carcass, hero's how to 
prepare 
the 
meat to the best 
taste. 
The meat, which is dark, 
tender 
cud 
well-flavored, often 
has a peculiar odor resembling 
some species of duck before it is 
cooked and may be offensive to 
some people not familiar with it. 
Tho heaver should he dressed 
out as fat free as possible. 
When 
dressing, 
segregate 
the castors 
and oil stones, or sacks, from the 
body and tie the ducts leading 
from the body with string before 
cutting 
off 
to 
prevent scents, 
which 
may 
contaminate 
meat 
from draining out while dressing 
Roasting is the favored mode 
of preparing heaver, though the 
meat is also delicious when fried 
iii butter and onions.

W hether it be fishing or camp­ 
ing in summer, game 
or 
duck 
hunting in extreme w eather, the 
clothing you wear is of 
m ajor 
importance. 
The problem is to find one ou t­ 
fit that meets your needs on all 
kinds of outings 
with only minor 
changes. A wise 
choice of 
cloth­ 
ing 
not 
only 
s a v e s 
expense 
but also 
makes 
It unnecessary to 
carry 
along 
a 
load 
of 
extra 
clothing for dif­ 
ferent 
kinds 
of 
sports 
and 
for 
w eather changes. 
Until a couple < 
of 
years 
a g o I p 
when I went on 
a fishing trip I* 
took along an oversize suitcase 
Jammed with extra 
clothes. 
If 
the w eather was hot, I dressed for 
it. 
If it turned cold, I changed to 
a w arm er outfit. 
If 
the 
mos­ 
quitoes were bad, I had a suit for 
that. 
If it rained, I bad another 
change, etc. 
On a fall duck and deer h u n t­ 
ing trip to the Lake of the Woods 
in Ontario I really went in 
for 
clothes in a big way. 
It gets pret­ 
ty cold around there in late Octo 
ber and early 
November. 
But 
with a duffel bag full of heavy 
woolens and a windbreaker I got 
by all right. 
Likes Leather 
However, th ere’s where I learn­ 
ed my lesson on clothes. I hunted 
with si fellow who wore a w ater­ 
proof horsehide outfit. 
W ith one 
suit of wool underw ear beneath 
it, he was comfortable in a blind 
or on a deer run while at times 
I shivered under so many clothes 
I could hardly get my gun up to 
shoot. 
N either rain 
or 
biting 
wind could penetrate his leather 
outfit.* 
Shortly afterw ard I began w ear­ 
ing waterproof leather garm ents 
and have learned a lot more from 
their use . I find they are Just as 
practical for 
fishing, 
camping, 
boating or hiking as they are for 
hunting. 
In bait casting, for in­ 
stance, even if the boat seat is 
wet, I stay dry— and no m atter 
how much spray from the reel, or 
splashing when a muskie is hauled 
aboard, my legs are dry and com­ 
fortable. 
The leather 
remains 
soft and pliable under all w eath­ 
er conditions and 
is 
mosquito 
proof which has appealed to me 
a good many times on fishing and 
camping trips. 
These garments 
are not heavy and I was surprised 
to learn, with Itght underwear, 
are very cool and comfortable in 
sum m er weather. 
It takes a lot more than “ wrong 
clothes” and a bit of discomfort 
to dampen tho ard or of a 
real 
sportsman, but I ’ve enjoyed the 
outdoors even more since I re­ 
duced my clothing to 
one 
suit 
which keeps me comfortable iii all 
kinds of w eather.

Believed Extinct, 
Rare Gray Fox la 
Taken Down State 


Lansing— The first 
gray 
fox 
reported taken in Michigan in 16 
years and only the second in more 
than a quarter of a century has 
been added to the mammal collec­ 
tion of the state departm ent 
of 
conservation. 
The fox, which weighed 
nine 
pounds, 13 ounces, was taken by 
Clarence Maskey of near Allegan 
who turned the specimen over to 
Conservation Officer H arry Plotts. 
The last record, known either to 
the departm ent of conservation or 
University of "Michigan 
museum 
investigators, of a gray fox being 
taken in Michigan was shot by 
J. Ii. Stephenson, assistant chief 
of tho game division, in 1922 in 
Charlevoix county. 
Previous to 
that the last known take of this 
animal was in 1912. 
The Allegan specimen was tu rn ­ 
ed over to D urward L. Allen of 
tin' game division who prepared 
it for addition to the stuffed mam­ 
mal exhibit. 
The gray fox was believed to 
have joined the 
wolverine, 
the 
Michigan grayling and the 
pas­ 
senger pigeon in the limbo of the 
state’s past. 
It 
probably 
was 
common in 
southern 
Michigan 
during primitive times, but w’ith 
the clearing of the land for agri­ 
culture it was largely replaced by 
the red fox which apparently in­ 
creased its range and numbers af­ 
ter the advent of man. 
There arc 
numerous records of gray foxes up 
to 1912. 
The 
Allegan 
county 
specimen, however, is the only one 
in any of tho state collections and 
its measurements are the 
only 
ones recorded for this animal in 
Michigan. 


Getting Rid of Insect Pests

All plants are prey of some in­ 
sect or disease. 
Do not let these 
pests take the joy out of garden­ 
ing. 
Take their eradication as a 
m atter of course. 
There is no 
ono 
insecticide 
spray that can be put on plants 
that will kill every inseot and dis­ 
ease. 
It is necessary to keep 
a 
close watch on growing plants and 
when the plant shows signs of be­ 
ing eaten, or is wilting or droop­ 
ing, or has curling leaves, then

Lansing— Close to 500 
preda­ 
tory animals have been eliminat­ 
ed from competition with 
game 
animals thus far this year. 
Records of the departm ent 
of 
conservation to 
which 
predator 
kills are reported show that 249 
animals were turned in for bounty 
during 
Janu ary 
and 
February 
while 82 more were 
bagged 
by 
conservation officers during the 
same two months. 
Officers are 
not paid bounty. 
Figures for the 
March kill have not been complet­ 
ed but the take for the month ran 
about average. 
Last year the bounty 
system 
netted a total of 3,110 predators 
for which bounties 
of 
$42,795 
were paid. 
In 
addition 
to 
coyotes 
and 
wolves, which comprise the larg­ 
est share of anim als turned in for 
bounty, the non-bounty haul taken 
by conservation officers has thus 
far this year included foxes, owls, 
hawks, crows, porcupines,

sels, nuisance dogs and cats. 


investigate and apply a remedy. 
Wherever 
leaves 
have 
been 
eaten the culprit is a chewing in­ 
sect and the remedy is arsenate 
of lead sprayed over the entire 
plant. 
As the insect continues to 
eat it will also eat the poison and 
die. 
When a leaf curls and shows a 
sickly color it is usually caused 
by plant lice called aphids. These 
insects have 
elongated 
mouths 
that suck the juice from the plant. 
The remedy is to cover the in­ 
sect’s body with an oil emulsion 
or a mixture of Blackleaf 40. 
When a plant is off-color, th at 


is, w hen its leaves are a sickly 
green, and there is no sign of eat­ 
ing or chewing insects, the tro u ­ 
ble may be due to insects a t the 
roots or to a disease. 
If 
the 
plant has maggots 
around 
the 
roots, w ater with corrosive subli 
mate (bichloride of m ercury) in 
solution at tho rate of I ounce 
to IO or 15 gallons of wster. 
A 
half cupful to eaclv plant is us­ 
ually sufficient. 
If there is no signs of worms 
then the plant may have the wilt 
disease. 
There is no remedy ex­ 
cept to destroy the plant to keep 
the disease from spreading. W her­ 
ever possible buy wilt resistant 
seeds. 
Scales, unless very numerous, 
do not kill plants. 
They only re­ 
tard their growth. 
Before the 
leaves come out in the spring it 
is a good plan to spray all trees 
and shrubs with w inter strength 
Bordeaux mixture. 
This chemical 
can be purchased at any garden 
supply store and the directions are 
on the container. 
This spray will 
kill scale and insect eggs. 
Evergreens with brown needles 
may be infested with red spider. 
Spray with an oil emulsion, or I 
pound of ground glue to IO gal­ 
lons of w ater to which wettable 
sulphur has been added at I pound 
to IO gallons of water. 
A strong 
stream of w ater will also help to 
get rid of them. 
Learn to hand-pick bugs and 
worms w henever found, and col­ 
lect them in a can partly filled 
with kerosene. 
Encourage birds 
because they will eliminate more 
pests th a n spray guns.

Use one ounce of car­ 
bon bisulphide in the opening. 
This chemical is a liquid but 
when it comes in contact with 
the soil forms a gas th a t pene­ 
trates downward.

cover the opening with mud 
and place a wet blanket or b ur­ 
lap over the entire top of the 
nest.

Wildlife Stamp

Lansing 
Michigan residents 
purchased approximately one mil­ 
lion aud a half wildlife stamps as 
part of their contribution to na­ 
tional vyidllfo restoration week, 
March 20 26. 
Although all reports have not 
been 
completed^ Prof. Paul A 
Herbert of Michigan Stat** college, 
who headed the Michigan commit­ 
tee for the nation-wide event, es­ 
t i m a t e s total sales will probably 
tabulate in the neighborhood 
of

ceipts of about $15,000. 
Setting up machinery for (sus­ 
taining interest stimulated during 
th** week’s activities, Prof. Her­ 
bert has arranged a plan through 
which individual groups may ob­

About 40 per cent of tho wild 
deer in Michigan are infected with 
lung worms, according to 
esti­ 
mates made on the basis of several 
years’ 
observations 
throughout 
the state and research conducted 
at the Cusino game refuge during 
the past year and a half. 
But, apparently there is uo rea­ 
son to be alarmed. 
“ Our experiments indicate,” ex­ 
plains Dr. S. C. Whitlock, depart­ 
ment of conservation pathologist, 
“ that under normal conditions the 
presence of lung worm does 
not 
cause serious damage. 
We have 
found little differences 
between 
those deer infected and those not. 
Lung warms may he serious if the 
deer have been weakened by fac­ 
tors, such as a serious 
lack 
of 
food. 
It might then be the tu rn ­ 
ing point in some instances. 
But 
under good conditions of food and 
cover it is not believed that the 
lung worms 
cause 
any 
great 
losses.

The licenses were, suspended be­ 
cause of the failure 
of 
the 
li­ 
censees to report to 
the 
state 
monthly as required by laws gov­ 
erning commercial fishing 
Sus­ 
pension of a license prohibits use 
of tlu* boats and nets for which it 
was issued 
Previously the 
law 
provided 
only for denial of license renewal 
as penalty for failure to 
make 
monthly reports 
This was found 
ineffectual and the 
amendment 
w a s voted, empowering th** state 
director of conservation to 
sus­ 
pend licenses if the licensees be­ 
come two months or more delin­ 
quent with their reports. 
Before licenses 
are 
restored, 
the department requires the ban­ 
ned fishermen to submit their de­ 
linquent reports under oath. 


Conservation Boat 
Being Made Ready 
For Season’s Work 


Traverse City 
Michigan’s con­ 
servation patrol boat 
is 
being 
made ready for return to duty the 
middle of this month. 
The patrol boat, which winters 
here each year, operated last year 
until just a 
few 
days 
before 
Christmas, being held in service 
longer than usual to make a sur­ 
prise raid on illegal fishing in the 
vicinity of the Beaver islands. A

SHIP EGGS SOON

The present session of Congress 
has threo hills of national impor­ 
tance 
affecting 
conservation of 
our national resources. 
The first, on which there was 
a hearing before Secretary Ickes 
on November 12, is Senate Bill 
2681, known as “Tho Colorado- 
Big 
Thompson 
Trans-Mountain 
Water-Diversion Project, sponsor­ 
ed by farming interests in north­ 
eastern Colorado and approved by 
the Reclamation Service, a bureau 
of 
Interior 
Department, which 
would do the Job if the bill should 
be passed. 
The spearhead of the 
opposition comes from the Nat­ 
ional Park Service, another bu­ 
reau in the same Interior Depart­ 
ment, which gives it tho aspect of 
a strange family quarrel. 
Joining 
the Park Service in its opposition, 
we find the lzaak Walton League 
of America, American Civic Plan­ 
ning Association, Wilderness So­ 
ciety. aud other National conser­ 
vation organizations. 
The project proposes diverting 
water from the headwaters of the 
Colorado on the west side of the 
Continental Divide to the eastern 
slope by mean:; of a 13.1 mile tun­ 
nel under Rocky MounVain Nat­ 
ional Park, and combines hydro­ 
electric development with irriga­ 
tion. 
The estimated cost, includ­ 
ing only one of tlu* five proposed 
power plants, is $33,000,000. 
Without going into the obvious 
adverse effects to fishing and rec­ 
reation of the upper Colorado Ri­ 
ver by the proposed diversion of 
320,000 acre feet 
of 
water, 
or 
even the question of whether it 
makes sense to encourage with 
Government 
subsidies 
increased 
farm production when the same 
government is paying other farm­ 
ers to raise less. the opponents 
based their objection on the rout­ 
ing of tho diversion tunnel right 
through Rocky Mountain national 
Park as a violation of National 
Park Standards. 
The basic prin­ 
ciple that our great primeval Nat- 
ttonal Parks are not subject to 
commercial 
utilization 
or 
en­ 
croachment has been 
recognized 
and 
maintained 
for more than 
twenty years in the face of many 
attempted raids on them by local 
interests. The opponents maintain 
that the proposed tunnel would 
violate this basic principle and 
would establish a very dangerous 
precedent that would be eagerly 
seized upon as such by other local 
groups who covet water and other 
natural resources of other Nation­ 
al Parks. 
The 
second 
important bill is 
S. S-2970, known as the reorgani­ 
zation bill. sponsored by Secretary 
Ickes, and proposing to transfer 


certain bureaus from the D epart­ 
ment of Agriculture and others to 
Interior, and renam e th a t depart­ 
ment, th e Departm ent of Conser­ 
vation. 
This bill is likewise op­ 
posed by the lzaak W alton League 
and other conservation organiza­ 
tions, and by the Forest Service, 
one of the bureaus to be tran sfer­ 
red from Agriculture. 
While 
m any 
conservationists 
feel that it would be highly de­ 
sirable to have a real D epartment 
of Conservation with a full-fledged 
secretary to the President, com­ 
bining the various 
conservation 
bureaus that are now scattered in 
practically every departm ent, they 
feel that the proposed reorganiza­ 
tion w’ould create such a depart­ 
ment iu nam e only 
and 
would 
lead to greater confusion and du­ 
plication of bureaus, and to an in­ 
crease in the spoils system of pat­ 
ronage without consideration 
of 
qualifications in the 
more 
im ­ 
portant positions. 
There is 
al­ 
most universal agreem ent among 
conservationists that the proposed 
bill is not the answer, and 
that 
until such a bill is introduced, na­ 
tural resources will fare 
better 
under the present setup. 
The third im portant 
bill 
is 
House Bill 2711, known as the 
Vinson P ure Stream s Bill, which 
will be before the 
House 
con­ 
ferees for concurrence in the Sen­ 
ate am endm ents. 
In the last ses­ 
sion of Congress, the lzaak W al­ 
ton League aud other conservation 
organizations, actively supported 
Senator Lonergan’s pure streams 
bill, and as actively opposed the 
Vinson bill, as a subterfuge m ea­ 
sure th a t was merely a m eaning­ 
less gesture. 
The 
result 
was 
practically 
a 
stalemate, 
when 
Senator Louergan 
aud 
Senator 
Barkley got together after tho bill 
had been passed by the House and 
agreed upon certain am endm ents 
that would make the bill opera­ 
tive. after which it was passed by 
the Senate. 
It now remains ouly 
for the House to agree to the Sen­ 
ate am endm ents.

pends largely upon two 
choices 
the angler might have made. T hat 
of his reel and 
line. 
W ith 
the 
proper and fit­ 
ting line for the 
rod, then fishing 
with a 
fly 
for 
either 
bass 
or 
tro ut becomes a 
r e a l 
pleasure 
and 
a 
science, 
and 
th e 
same 
thing m ight 
be 
s a i d regarding 
choice of reel. If 
t h i s , 
however, 
has been slight­ 
ed, th e 
careful 
and understand- 
ing 
choice 
of Ben Robinson 
these parts of the tackle, then the 
pastime becomes not only a fail­ 
ure in the m atter of catch, but as 
well a disappointing and a bore­ 
some kind of amusement. 
Dry Fly Outfit 
For floating or dry flies 
the 
line th a t the fly canter reels on 
his spool m ust be carefully and 
considerately chosen. F irst of all. 
it m ust be a tapered line, for 
a 
tapered leader is essential to tho 
casting of a properly laid 
down 
floating fly. and a tapered leader 
on a level line would be about as 
consistent as a shotgun sight on 
a high-powered rifle. 
There are 
several kinds of tapered line. The 
long, even tapered line, the short 
or “ quick” taper and the 
three 
diam eter taper. 
Any of 
before 
mentioned tapers are suitable 
to 
dry fly casting. 
The double-tapered line, how­ 
ever, is the most preferable, 
for 
the simple reason 
th a t 
double­ 
tapered lines signify 
that 
both 
ends of the line are tapered and 
when one end is unfit longer 
to 
use, then the line can be reversed 
on reel and a new taper 
is 
at 
hand. However, if a level and ta p ­ 
ered line is wished for in 
com­ 
bination on th e same line, then 
the single tapered line is the prop­ 
er one to buy. This gives the fly 
fisherm an two types of line 
in 
one, a level line, for wet fly cast­ 
ing and for the casting of 
spin­ 
ning and light spoon fly rod lures 
a hd as well, on opposite end 
of 
line, a tapered line for 
floating 
and dry fly casts. The three dia­ 
m eter tapered line is tapered ouly 
on one end. The main line 
a t 
a 
distance 
of 
a 
few 
feet 
from 
end 
is 
enlarged 
to 
about 
three 
sizes 
larger 
than 
main 
line, 
then it 
is 
again 
tapered 
off to a size smaller than the main 
line a t tip. This permits the large 
section to carry forward and drag 
at end of cast so that tapered end 
and leader and fly whip over and 
alight on wrater first. It is also a 
good line for casting into strong 
winds. 
W et Fly Line 
The level fly line in enameled 
or oiled silk m ake is intended for 
wet or sinking fly casts and for 
casting spinner and 
spoon 
fly 
casts. It'costs about one-half what 
a tapered enameled or oil finished 
line will and is absolutely proper 
for wet or sinking flies or spinner 
casting. 
Automatic Heel 
There are two separate and dis­ 
tinct models of fly rod reel, th e 
Automatic and tho Crank or Sin­ 
gle Action Reel. The Automatic 
type is used by a great num ber of 
both trout and base fly anglers, 
and, once it is learned and 
the 
caster becomes used 
to 
fishing 
with it. this type reel becomes a 
very prized item of tho fly fisher­ 
m an’s tackle. The reel, 
as 
the 
name implies, takes up all slack 
line 
automatically, 
by 
merely 
pressing with one of the fingers 
of the rod hand on a metal lever. 
This releases a tension 
on 
tho 
drum of reel and the line is spool­ 
ed up w ithout th© angler fu rth er 
concerning himself. This is mere­ 
ly to tak© up slack or long loops 
of line when casts are being re­ 
trieved and fish 
being 
played. 
Tho fish can be played, of course, 
with this tension, but for small 
fish it is not always advisable. It 
is slightly heavier, as a rule, than 
tho singlo action or Crank Style 
Reel. 
Single Action Reel 
Tho single action reel is a nar­ 
row spool, 
crank-action 
metal 
line holder th at usually balances 
the rod very nicely when 
it 
is 
placed on th© reel-scat. Most an­ 
glers pick this type because of its 
simplicity of action, its freedom 
from springs and breakage 
and 
its fin© balance to the rod. It is 
especially well suited to the l o u t ­ 
ing rod for small 
stream s 
and 
light fish and 
for 
small 
bass 
streams. 
It holds from 30 to 40 
yards of enameled size B to F line 
very nicely, and is 
a 
good 
all 
around fly fishing reel for both 
level and tapered lines.

Real religion is needed more 
In these troublous 
times 
than 
ever before, Dr. Carl G. Wallen- 
ius, editor of the Swedish Mes­ 
senger, said in an inspiring talk 
delivered at the meeting of the 
Kiwanis 
club 
at 
the 
Sherman 
hotel yesterday noon. 
There are many people who 
earnestly desire to help to make 
a better America, Dr. Wallenius 
said, in paying tribute to 
the 
service clubs of the country. He 
added that no nations or com­ 
munities are great and lasting 
because of their huge buildings 
and 
other 
physical 
assets, 
but 
rather because of the morals and 
the spirit of the people who live 
in them. 
Education alone cannot save a 
civilization, 
Dr. 
Wallenius, 
in 
citing some examples of highly 
cultured persons, who were mor­ 
ally weak. He made it plain, how­ 
ever, that education is highly de­ 
sirable. Explaining that there is 
no argument against science, the 
speaker 
pointed 
out 
that 
the 
scientists 
have 
given 
to 
the 
people many 
things that 
have 
added to human comfort and the 
joy of living. 
“Scientific man, however, does 
not have control over his inven­ 
tions, and much of science’s w’ork 
is misused,” Dr. Wallenius said. 
He told of the advantages of 
the automobile, and also cited 
examples 
w’here 
this 
mode 
of 
transportation 
is 
misused. 
The 
use of airplanes in war to des­ 
troy 
the 
lives 
of 
millions 
of 
people was also cited. 
“We need 
to 
work 
on 
the 
hearts of men to make them more 
humane and considerate of the 
rights of others,” Dr. Wallenius 
said. There is more peace and 
happiness in countries where re­ 
ligion is taught and practiced. 
What is needed today more than 
ever before for happy living are 
the doctrines of the Bible, telling 
about God and his divine son, 
Jesus.”
